We can report a very successful year for the fire 
department. There were only three alarms during 
the year, but all fires were extinguished without the 
aid of the department, with the exception of the 
fire in the store house of Richardson & Pease. 
Then the hand machine was used about ten 
minutes. 

The fire at the Chapel was extinguished without 
the aid of the department, also the fire in the picker 
house of Whitney & Clark’s at Lowellville. 

‘The Steamer Company responded promptly but 
their services were not required. 

A sled was purchased to take the place of the ~ 
hose , wagon during the winter. Waterproof 
clothing for the hose men of Steamer Company 
were also purchased. The Steamer and hand ma- 
chine are in as good repair as usual. 

We report the same amount of hose as last year 
no new hose being purchased this year, but would 
recommend the purchase of 200 ft. the coming year. — 

Both the Steamer and Torrent Companies have 
a full complement of men, they compare favorably . 
with any in the county. 

The reservoir on Church Street and the one on 
corner of Cottage and Main Street need replanking 
as soon as the frost is out of the ground.

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HEALTH BOARD REPOKT.

The Board of Health beg leave to herewith pre- 
sent their annual report. 

Of contagious diseases there have been reported 
to the board sixteen cases of Diphtheria, four of 
which proved fatal. The cases were reported at 
varying times during the year and in different 
parts of the village, so that it in no sense could be 
considered epidemic. 

In the early part of the year there occurred 
eight cases in one family, two of which proved 
fatal. Upon investigation it was found that they 
were caused by using water from a badly polluted 
well, which had become so from the contents of a 
sink drain flowing into it which had escaped 
observation. 

In all the cases reported Quarantine was estab- 
lished and the cause of the disease removed as 
far as it was possible to find it out, and after recov- 
ery thorough disinfection of the premises was 
ordered. 

There has been one case of Typhoid fever 
reported, which proved fatal, patient contracting 
the disease out of town, being brought here while 
sick. 

Three or four cases of measles have been report- 
ed and a few cases of Chicken Pox, all of which 
were mild and did not extend in any epidemic form.

SCHOOL REPORT.

To the School District of Marlboro’: 


Your School Board would submit the follow- 
ing report. 

The excellence of the school work of tgo1 has 
been fully maintained during 1902, showing the wis- 
dom of the town in adopting the supervisor system. 

Some necessary repairs have been made during 
the year, laying new floors at No. 2, shingling No. 
1, etc. The basement of No. 2 has been installed. 
with electric’ lights, this having been done without 
any solicitation of the board, who think it simply a 
luxury, uncalled for, and might be dispensed with. 

At the last annual meeting the sum of $75.00 
was raised for the purpose of painting No. 2. Your 
committee found the sum insufficient for the labor. 
We would therefore recomménd the district to 
raise an amount sufficient to paint No. 2 buildings 
and make such other repairs as seem necessary. 

We would also recommend the raising of a larger 
amount for replacing text books. 

For further information on this subject, and as to 
the condition and needs of the schools, we would 
respectfully refer to the Supervisor's report.

Zo the School Board of Marlboro’: 
GENTLEMEN,—-I have the honor to submit my re- 
port as Supervisor of Schools. | 
For statistical facts*in regard to teachers, pupils, 
etc., | respectfully refer you to the tables on the 
pages following this report. 


Pinte SOOO LM ER RING, 


Every citizen of a small New England town 
is datrectly responsible for the welfare of the public 
schools. In the citiesit isnot so. There the voter 
acts only through his representatives. Here the 
purely democratic form of government gives to the 
individual the privilege, on town meeting day, of 
exerting his influence and casting his vote directly 
for the measures he approves. It is too often the 
case, however, that a hall crowded at town meeting 
contains but a handful of people at the school meet- 
ing. It is most undesirable that business of such 
importance should be transacted by a very small 
minority. 

That which will accomplish most for your schools 
is a lively, intelligent public interest inthem. A 
good attendance at the school-meeting strongly 
indicates the existence of such an interest. 
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ATTENDANCE. 

For the year ending August 1, 1902 the per cent 
of daily attendance (97) in the Marlboro’ schools 
was the highest in the County. Marlboro’ also 
lead in the average number of weeks of school per 
annum (36). The average Marlboro’ child, there- 
fore, has had the benefit of considerably more act- 
ual schooling during the past year than the aver- 
age Cheshire County child. It is well, however, to 
bear in mind that the average length of the school 
year in this County is low.* It is too short a time 
in which to get the results to-day demanded. 

Those pupils whose names. appear in the roll of 
honor deserve to be congratulated. Perfect attend- 
ance indicates good health, faithfulness and ambit- 
ion on the part of the pupil. These are qualities 
that go a long way toward achieving success. 

The attendance figures might be still more cred- 
itable if if were not for a comparatively small num- 
ber of pupils who persistently stay away from 
school. When parent and child are united in their 
determination to evade the law, the truant officer 
can accomplish little by merely chasing after the 
child. It is most unfair to require attendance of 
one and allow another and a worse offender to 
escape simply because he is more willful. The law 
isample. A single case of its enforceinent against 
an obdurate parent would be most salutary in its 
general effect. The example would serve for a 
long time as a sufficient warning. 

Considerable misapprehension seems to exist in 
regard to the truancy laws. The most important 
provisions will be found following Table C of this 
report. An examination of section eleven will show 
that no discretionary power is given the Superin-

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tendent in granting certificates. He merely certi- 
hes to a question of fact. 


BLACKBOARDS. 


The blackboards in three of the rooms in the 
village school and at Number 3 and Number 4 are 
ina wretched state. They are so bad that they 
seriously impair the effectiveness of the teaching. 

The small schools can be equipped with slated 
cloth blackboards at a little expense. For the vil- 
lage school I hesitate to recommend any substitute 
for natural slate. This can be relied upon to last 
as long as the building. 


BOOKS. 


From Table C it may be seen that the average 
expenditure per pupil for books and supplies in 
Marlboro’ for the past four years for which figures 
are obtainable, has been low, for the past three 
years extremely so. One dollar is a small sum with 
which to supply a pupil for a year, not only with 
text books but with supplies of all kinds. Out of 
this must also come all articles for general use, such 
as chalk, ink, maps, globes, desk and reference 
books, etc. 

An inventory taken last fall showed that a large 
per cent of the books in the hands of the pupils 
were unfit for use. A rate of $1.25 per pupil, which 
is lower than the lowest figures for the County or 
State for the last four years,* on the average mem- 
bership of last year would give $310. [recommend 
that $300 be appropriated and expended for books 
and supplies for the ensuing year. 

In this connection I wish to express my apprecia- 
tion of the thoughtfulness of the Officers of the

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Frost Free Library in providing reading suitable 
for the school children. Co-operation between the 
school and the library is most desirable. ‘To teach 
a child how to read and not what to read, is to put 
a dangerous weapon in his hands.” 
OVERCROWDING. 

Careful inquiry indicates that there will be eighty 
children in the Village Primary school next spring, 
if all who intend to come are admitted. This 
would obviously be too many even if the school 
consisted of but one grade. There are three grades 
in the fall and winter; and, with the coming of the 
beginners in the spring, one of the grades must 
have two divisions. This condition is made worse 
by the fact that children now enter whenever they 
please. Little ones come in the middle of the fall 
term, stay away during the winter and re-enter in 
the spring. The room is thus reduced almost to 
the condition of an ungraded school. 

I recommend that children be admitted for the 
first time only during the first two weeks of Sept- 
ember and that the age required for admittance be 
raised from five years to five years and six months.

No child under the age of twelve years 
shall be employed in any manufacturing establish- 
ment. No child under the age of fourteen years 
shall be employed in any manufacturing establish- 
ment, nor in any mechanical, mercantile, or other 
employment during the time in which the public 
schools are in session in the district in which he 
resides. 

DEC wii Nochiidunderthe ave of sixteen years 
shall he employed in any manufacturing establish- 
ment, or inany mechanical, mercantile, or other em- 
ployment during the time in which the public schools 
are in session in the district in which he resides, 
without first presenting a statement of his age from 
his parent or guardian sworn to before the superin- 
tendent of schools. 

And no child under the age of sixteen years shall 
be employed as aforesaid during the time in which 
the public schools are in session in the district in 
which he resides without first presenting a certificate 
from the superintendent of schools, that such child 
can read at sight and write legibly simple sentences 
in the English language. And ‘any superintendent 
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of schools, who certifies falsely as to matters pre- 
scribed by this section shall be fined not less than 
twenty nor more than fifty dollars for each offense. 

Sect. 14. Every person having the custody and 
control of achild between the ages of eight and 
fourteen years, residing in a school district in which 
a public school is annually taught, shall cause such 
child to attend the public school all the time such 
school is in session, unless the child shall be excused 
by the school board of the district because his phy- 
sical or mental condition is such as to prevent his 
attendance at school for the period required. 

Any person who does not comply with the regire- 
ments of this section shall be fined ten dollars for 
the first offense and twenty dollars for every subse- 
quent offense, for the use of the district.
